To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Droxford  Rural  District  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1949,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Droxford. 

The  estimated  civilian  population  showed  an  increase  of  three 
hundred  on  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  1948,  while  the 
natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  eighty-four  for  the  year 
under  review. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that,  apart  from  measles,  there  has 
been  no  epidemic. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  from  diphtheria  since  the  scheme  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  by  general  practitioners  was  commenced 
in  1935. 

It  is  encouraging  to  record  that,  in  comparison  with  other 
Rural  Districts,  Droxford  has  an  exceptionally  high  percentage  of 
immunised  children. 

The  general  arrangement  of  the  Report  has  been  maintained 
in  order  that  it  should  serve  as  a guide  to  the  health  services 
available  for  the  district. 

I am  grateful  to  Mr.  Lindley,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  to  Mr.  Potter  and  Mr.  Wenden,  the  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  assistance  in  com- 
piling this  Report.

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LEGISLATION. 


During  the  year  1949,  the  following  Acts  of  Public  Health 
significance  came  into  operation  : — 

1.  The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944. 

2.  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1949. 

3.  Housing  Act,  1949. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  which  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1949,  made  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  directly  responsible  for  milk  production 
on  the  farm,  while  Local  Authorities  retained  their  administrative 
control  of  milk  distributors  and  retail  dairies. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1949,  re-enacted  and 
co-ordinated  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  1936-46.  The  regulations,  made  under  this  Act, 
placed  a duty  on  the  Local  Authority  to  issue  Dealers’  Licences 
permitting  the  use  of  special  designations  in  relation  to  milk  sold  in 
their  district. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  permits  monetary  “ improvement 
grants  ” to  be  made  to  Local  Authorities  and  private  persons  in 
respect  of  housing  accommodation  provided  or  improved  by  them.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Rural  District  is  situated  in  the  south-east  corner  of 
Hampshire,  between  Winchester,  in  the  north,  and  Portsmouth,  in 
the  south. 

Its  predominent  geographical  feature  is  the  Meon  Valley.  The 
River  Meon,  flowing  from  the  north-east  corner  to  the  south-west 
corner,  roughly  divides  the  district  in  halves. 

The  chief  industries  are  naturally  agriculture  and  forestry, 
although  brick  and  tile  works  still  employ  a few  residents  in  and 
around  the  Parishes  of  Bishop’s  Waltham  and  Soberton.  Some 
light  engineering  repair  works — mainly  for  agricultural  imple- 
ments— have  become  established  in  the  last  few  years. 

The  majority  of  residents  rely  on  farming,  fruit  growing  and 
market  gardening  as  a means  of  livelihood  ; but,  with  the  increased 
facilities  of  transport  and  demand  for  higher  wages,  many  have 
sought  employment  in  the  factories,  dockyards  and  business 
premises  in  the  neighbouring  towns  of  Fareham,  Eastleigh  and  the 
cities  of  Portsmouth  and  Whiichester. 


Water. 


Piped  water  is  supplied  to  only  twelve  of  the  Parishes  within 
the  district,  the  residents  of  the  other  live  Parishes  rely  on  wells, 
private  bore  holes  and  stored  rain  water.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  the  scheme  at  present  under  consideration  will  enable  the  vast 
majority  of  premises,  relying  on  these  sources,  to  connect  to  a main 
supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

There  are  no  sewage  works  in  the  district,  with  the  exception 
of  the  small  disposal  units  on  the  new  housing  sites.  Drainage  of 
W.C’s  and  waste  water  is  by  means  of  the  conservancy  system  and 
the  Council  have  inaugurated  a scheme  to  provide  four  free 
emptyings  of  cesspools  per  year  throughout  their  area,  with  a 
charge  of  25/-  for  every  emptying  in  excess  of  that  number.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  work  is  performed  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  Winchester 
(Telephone  3807)  and  specimens  of  clinical  materials  (sputum, 
swabs,  etc.)  and  samples  of  water,  milk  and  foodstuffs  are  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination  to  Dr.  R.  Mackenzie,  Director  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

The  County  Laboratory  carried  out  the  chemical  analyses  of 
water,  sewage,  milk  and  other  samples  submitted  for  examination 
until  the  31st  October,  1949  when  the  Laboratory  was  closed 
and  the  w’ork  is  now  performed  by  the  Public  Analyst  of 
Southampton. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  Cases  of  infectious  Disease. 

During  the  year,  an  ambulance  was  available  at  both  the  Alton 
Isolation  Hospital  (Telephone  2349)  and  Portsmouth  Isolation 
Hospital  (Telephone  2046)  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious  cases 
from  North  Droxford  and  South  Droxford  areas  respectively. 

For  Cases  of  Ordinary  Sickness. 

For  most  of  the  year  under  review  British  Red  Cross 
ambulances,  operating  in  the  County  Ambulance  Service,  were 
available  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  and  Corhampton  for  the  transport 
of  non-infectious  cases.  The  ambulance  at  Corhampton  was 
withdrawn  in  November. 

Present  arrangements  are  that  all  requests  for  an  ambulance  go 
to  the  County  Ambulance  Station  at  Fareham  (Telephone  2170) 
which  is  manned  twenty-four  hours  a day.  The  officer  in  charge 
controls  the  Bishop’s  Waltham  ambulance  and  is  also  able  to 
send  other  vehicles  into  the  area,  if  necessary.

Vaccination. 

In  July,  1948  (when  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 
came  into  operation)  the  office  of  public  vaccinators  ceased  to 
exist  and  vaccinations  are  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  any 
registered  medical  practitioner  who  has  signified  his  willingness 
to  accept  the  scheme. 

Parents  are  advised  to  have  their  children  vaccinated.  The 
best  age  for  vaccination  is  generally  about  the  fourth  month. 
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Diphtheria  immunisation. 

During  the  year,  three  hundred  and  forty-four  immunisations 
against  diphtheria  were  carried  out. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  percentages  of  immunised  children 
under  the  age  of  lifteen  years  was  83'8  compared  with  a 
corresponding  hgure  of  63'5  for  the  country  as  a whole  in  1948.

On  studying  the  stati.stics  in  further  detail,  it  is  interesting  to 
record  that  the  actual  percentages  of  immunised  children  in  the 
pre-school  and  school  age  groups  were  80' 1 and  90'3  respectively. 

The  fact  that  80%  of  all  children  under  five  years  of  age  have 
been  immunised  is  extremely  encouraging — especially  as  this 
percentage  is  e.xceptionally  high  for  any  rural  district.

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  have  been  no  deaths  from 
diphtheria  since  the  scheme  for  diphtheria  immunisation  by 
general  practitioners  in  this  district  was  commenced  in  1935. 


It  is  noted  that  the  number  of  cases  has  also  diminished. 


Diphtheria  immunisation  Propaganda. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  now  recommends  that  all  children 
should  be  immunised  before  their  first  birthday — preferably  at 
the  age  of  seven  or  eight  months — and  that  they  should  receive 
a ‘ booster  ’’  or  re-inforcing  dose  just  before  entering  school  and 
again  every  four  or  five  years  throughout  school  life. 

A recent  report  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  states  that, 
unless  the  proportion  of  people  immunised  against  diphtheria  is 
kept  up  to  the  75%  level,  protection  against  epidemic  diphtheria 
cannot  be  reasonably  assured. 

Immunity  against  diphtheria  takes  some  weeks  to  develop  and 
only  those,  who  have  been  inoculated  in  earlier  life,  can  expect 
protection  at  short  notice.  It  is,  therefore,  of  the  utmost 
importance  for  parents  to  realize  that  active  immunisation  in  the 
first  year  of  life  and  re-inforcing  doses  of  prophylactic  in  later 
years  are  just  as  necessary  in  the  absence  of  diphtheria  epidemics 
as  in  their  presence. 


Scabies. 

F'acilities  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  are  available  at  Havant 
and  Portsmouth  Disinfestation  Clinics. 

Appointments  for  cases  requiring  treatment  are  made  through 
this  Department. 

Scabies  should  be  regarded  as  a family  infection  ; and  all 
members  of  the  same  family  should  present  themselves  for 
treatment  simultaneously — whether  or  not  they  complain  of 
“ The  Itch  ” and  show  evidence  of  Scabies  at  the  time.  Otherwise 
an  early  case  may  escape  detection  and  the  parasite  may  thrive 
in  one  member  and  re-infect  the  others. 


Pediculosis. 

Cases  of  pediculosis  (head  lice)  may  be  referred  for  treatment 
on  Fridays  at  any  of  the  following  Cleansing  Clinics  : — Fareham, 
Havant,  Eastleigh  or  Petersfield,  whichever  is  the  most 
convenient. 

Pediculosis  should  also  be  regarded  as  a family  infection  ; and, 
when  a child  is  found  to  be  verminous,  all  the  members  of  the 
family  should  offer  themselves  for  examination.  This  wise 
practice  would  ensure  that  any  undetected  case  in  the  same  family 
would  receive  immediate  treatment  and  that  there  would  be  no 
further  spread  of  infection  to  others.

Little  progress  has  been  made  in  1949  wflth  the  Meon  Valley 
Water  Scheme  which  embraces  the  Parishes  of  Corhampton  and 
Meonstoke,  Exton,  Soberton,  Droxford  and  Warnford. 

Frequent  samples  of  water  are  taken  by  the  Statutory  Under- 
takers and  also  in  respect  of  the  Council’s  undertaking  at  West 
Meon. 

In  each  case  the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


Certain  sewer  ditches  in  the  Parishes  of  Bishop’s  Waltham 
and  Wickham  are  cleansed  periodically  by  the  Council. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  night  soil  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  district  although  this  scheme  is  not  fully  comprehensive  in 
certain  outlying  Parishes.  Cesspools  are  also  emptied  throughout 
the  district,  allowance  being  made  for  four  free  emptyings  per 
annum. 

The  following  summary  gives  particulars  of  work  done  during 
the  year  under  review  : —

Household  refuse  is  collected  throughout  the  district  twice 
monthly  whilst  Bishop’s  Waltham,  Shedfield  and  Wickham  have 
a weekly  collection.  This  is  done  by  direct  labour  and  I estimate 
that  512,158  dustbins  or  receptacles  have  been  emptied  during 
the  year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  year  1949  was  a momentous  one  as  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies  Act)  1944  and 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Act,  1949  and  Regulations  made, 
reorganised  the  whole  system  of  licensing  and  supervision  of  milk 
production  and  distribution. 

Supervision  on  dairy  farms  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Local  Authorities  retain  their  administrative  control  of  distri- 
butions and  retail  dairies. 

The  issue  of  Licences  for  the  various  grades  of  milk  are  as 
follows  : — 

(1)  Tuberculin  Tested. 

Licences  to  produce  T.T.  milk  are  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  Local  Authorities  may  issue 
“ Dealers’  Licences  ” authorising  the  use  of  this  special 
designation  in  relation  to  milk  sold  in  their  district. 
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(2)  Accredited  Milk. 

Production  of  this  grade  of  milk  is  also  under  Licence 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

New  Accredited  Licences  must  not  be  issued  after  1952 
and  the  designation  “Accredited”  will  cease  to  exist  in  1954. 

Local  Authorities  may  issue  “Dealers’  Licences”  in 
respect  of  “ Accredited  Milk  ” sold  by  retail  within  the 
district. 

(3)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

The  responsibility  of  issuing  licences  to  Pasteurise  has 
been  placed  on  Food  and  Drugs  Authorisation.  The 
Hampshire  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs’ 
Authority  in  this  district,  have,  however,  delegated  their 
functions  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised)  Regulations  1939,  to  the  Councils  of  County 
Districts,  who  will  now  officially  continue  the  supervision  of 
Pasteurising  plants  and  the  sampling  of  Pasteurising  Milk. 

Under  the  new  regulations,  official  recognition  is  given  to 
the  High  Temperature  Short  Time  Pasteurisers,  but  the 
minimum  temperature  has  been  reduced  by  one  degree  to 
161  °F.  for  fifteen  seconds. 

(4)  Sterilised  Milk. 

This  is  a new  designation,  and  requires  that  milk  shall  be 
filtered  and  clarified,  homogenised  and  heated  to  and 
maintained  at  a temperature  of  not  less  than  212°  F.  for  such 
a period  as  to  ensure  that  it  will  comply  with  a turbidity  test 
as  described  in  the  regulations. 

(5)  Supplementary  Licences  for  the  sale  of  milk  within  the 
area  by  persons  holding  “Principal  Licences”  outside  of  the 
district  are  still  issued  by  County  District  Councils.

Food  Premises. 

Inspections  for  the  purpose  of  supervision  of  the  one  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  food  shops  and  other  establishments  which 
prepare  food  for  sale,  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  it 
was  found  that  the  general  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the 
district  were  satisfactory. 


Support  to  improve  conditions,  in  the  way  of  granting  building 
licences,  has  been  given  by  the  Council  wherever  possible,  and 
this  has  done  much  to  bring  certain  old  and  cramped  premises  up 
to  a higher  standard  of  hygiene.

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  Ministries  of  Health  and  Food  continued  their  campaign 
to  promote  greater  cleanliness  in  all  premises,  where  food  is 
handled,  and  the  Local  Authority  applied  for  confirmation  of  new 
by-laws  to  further  that  end. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  no  case  of  food  poisoning  or  o^ 
illness,  caused  by  the  consumption  of  food  and  drink,  were 
notified  in  this  district  ; although  numerous  outbreaks  were 
recorded  throughout  the  country.  These  outbreaks  are  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  lack  of  cleanliness  amongst  the  personnel  of 
food  premises. 

The  two  types  of  germ,  that  can  thrive  in  the  human  body  and 
are  mainly  responsible  for  cases  of  food  poisoning,  are  the 
Staphylococcus  and  the  Saliuonella  organisms.  The  Staphjdococcus 
is  present  in  the  nose,  throat  and  skin  and  in  septic  sores.  The 
Salmonella  is  usually  found  in  the  bowels  ; and,  as  some  people 
may  harbour  the  germ  without  being  ill,  food  may  easily  be 
infected  if  such  a “ carrier  ” happens  to  be  a food  handler. 

The  washing  of  hands  immediately  after  using  the  lavatory  is 
an  essential  precaution,  as  toilet  paper  is  porous. 

The  remedy  in  both  cases  is  personal  cleanliness  and,  .above  all, 
clean  hands.

Any  employee,  infected  with  diarrhoea  or  with  septic  sores  or 
boils,  should  not  be  allowed  to  handle  food. 

Certain  foods  (e.g.  pressed  meat,  brawn,  meat  pies,  stews, 
trifles,  custards  and  synthetic  cream)  are  quite  safe  when  fresh  ; 
but,  if  kept  for  several  hours  they  act  as  breeding  grounds  for  any 
dangerous  germs  that  have  gained  access. 

Refrigeration  does  not  kill  the  organisms  ; but  it  does  retard 
their  growth. 


RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Private  Dwellings  (Special  Assisted)  Scheme  was  still  in 
operation  during  the  whole  of  1949,  and  a grant  of  50%  was 
obtainable  from  the  Exchequer. 

The  whole  of  the  operational  side  of  the  scheme  was  carried 
out  by  a Senior  Rodent  Operative  and  one  assistant. 

Block  treatment  was  carried  out  once  in  17  of  the  Parishes 
within  the  District  and  twice  in  Denmead. 

The  total  number  of  premises  visited  was  2,659  and  of  these 
1,463  received  treatment. 

There  were  no  cases  of  “ Major”  infestation  but  the  number  of 
bodies  actually  recovered  total  809. 

Thirty-seven  individual  complaints  were  investigated  and  dealt 
with  and  9 wasps  nests  destroyed  by  gassing.  Refuse  dumps  and 
Council  depots  were  treated  periodicall3^ 

The  material  used  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year  amounted 
to  14  cwts.  rusk,  6 lbs.  poison  and  42  lbs.  gas.
